Nebhraska will very shortly bemin to ex-
poriment with sugar beeir, Lthe Bonrd of
Publlc Lands and Bulldingms at (he asrnest
sollcltation of Governor Shallenberger hav-
ing sighed a contract to cultivate 1
rores of beetw, to be sold to a contracting
firm. The state will he out abaout $200 for
the need 1o starl wihth. The governor antic.
Ipnted 1t would require about esighteen
conviate to attend to the cultivation of the
beets, On paper the governor has flgured
An immense profit to the state.

Warden Bmith, however, in very much op.
ponod to the experiment and he s satis-
fied the wtate will lose money. In the
first place private partics have fslled to
mike money out of the sugar beet businesy
and soveral fectories In Nebraska have
been shutl down, The convicts, members of
the board belleve, are not capable of work-
ing the beets succesafully and belleve thal
there are too many risks for the state to
entar into the business. But the governor
Inmlgled and got his way. The seeds will
bo sown next month.
